| Kucinich’s bow-out 


After more than a year of cam- 
paigning, in which he went from 
a contemplated challenger of 
Gov. Richard F. Celeste in the 
primary to an independent can- 


didate in the general election, - 


former Cleveland mayor Dennis 
Kucinich has decided to drop out 
of the race for governor. 
Kucinich, according to most of 
the polls, had voter support of 
about 10 percent statewide, and 
was particularly strong in the 
Cuyahoga county area. How- 
‘ever, given the fact that he rec- 
- ognized that he could not win the 
election, he decided to drop out 
of the race. 


We applaud Kucinich's move. 
His withdrawal will make the race 
a clear choice between former 
Gov. James A. Rhodes and cur: 
rent Gov. Richard F. Celeste. 
Such a clear choice -- unencum- 
bered by the fragmentary efforts 


of side candidates -- will make 
the November election. a refer- 
endum on the two styles of lead- 
ership that are represented by 
the opponents. 

The Celestials are obviously 
elated by Kucinich's decision, 
since most of the support of 
Kucinich was coming at the 
expense of Celeste. Yet, as 
former Gov. Rhodes said 
recently, that fact alone does not 
guarantee that Celeste will gdin 
all of Kucinich’s potential votes. 
What is means, in fact, that those 
who would have voted for Kuci- 
nich -- probably out of frustra- 
tion against the two major-pary . 
candidates -- will now be forced 
to do what they ought to have 
done anyway: make a reasonéd 
choice between the two oppo- 
nents in November. 

That kind of reasoned choice 
is what is best for the voters. of 
the State of Ohio. 


Tort reform bill 


In making laws, the legislature 
‘must often balance the rights of 
legitimate, if competing, inter- 
ests. Such a balance the legisla- 
ture is attempting to strike with 
its tort reform legisiation, which 
is to be voted on September 4. It 
is attempting to strike such a bal- 
‘ance with product liability legis- 
lation, which will probably be 
voted on later in the year. We 
urge caution in both efforts. 
This is not to say that there are 
not problems with our legal sys- 
tem as it relates to the assign- 


~#-ment of financial responsibility 


for injury -- which is what the sys- 
tem of tort law is all about. There 
‘thave been cases of nationwide 
import which, proponents of 
restructuring of the tort system -- 
usually manufacturers, insu- 
-fance companies and other big 
_ businesses -- discuss to demos- 
.trate that the system of awards 
:and litigation has grown both 
sunwidely and exorbitant in cost. 
“The awards bear little relation- 
“ship to the injury. 
:: The legislature's effort has 
:-been to ensure that awards make 
“some relationship to injury. 
-- However, we believe, as does 
-;State Rep. Otto Beatty, that the 
}:tort reform bill could potentially 
‘be injurious to many poorer 
defendants. 

One section of the bill, which 
was designed to attempt to 
achieve settlements, would per- 
mit a judge to award attorney's 
fees to a defendant if the injured 

_ plaintiff receives an award less 
than one-fourth of that for which 
he could have settled. 


In the first place, we believe 
that both parties run a risk when 
they decide to go to court in’a 
case. To penalize a person who 
has already received much less 
than he or she could have settled 
for by forcing him to pay the fees 
of his opponent's attorney is 
literally adding insult to injury. 

In addition, the law already 
grants judges the right to award 
attorney's fees to the defendant 
in the case of frivolous law suits. 
However, in this. case, the law 
suit is not frivolous; a judge or 
jury has agreed that there has 
been some injury, and-it was 
committed by the defendant; yet 
the injured party would be penal- 
ized for taking that case to court. 


The bill would also permit the 
defendant who loses a case to 
request that the payments be 
made over a ‘period of years, 
rather than in a lump sum -- and 
that the payments would stop at 
the death of the plaintiff. Such a 
concept turns the law on its 
head, and allows the injurer to 
tell the injured how much he will 
pay and and when he will pay it. 


We are not opposed to tort 
reform.,But we question whether 
this bill is in the best interests of 
those of Ohio’s citizens who are 
most frightened by the legal sys- 
tem -- and most vulnerable to its 
injuries. The legislature should 


say “no” to this-version_of-tort- 


reform, and come back with a 
model that is not only fair to insu- 
rance companies and manufac- 
turers, but to the poor and dis- 
possessed as well.

prise Officer William A 
Snyder, 979 CR114 B, went 
against everything | had heard 
about “white policemen.” He 
was very kind, concerned, and 


caring. | could not have asked - 


for anyone more pleasant,, 
particulary because of the 
state that | was in. | almost 
didn't mind getting a ticket 
(smile). 

Officer Snyder is to be 
commended for doing his job 
on a human level and also for 
being able to put someone at 
ease in that type of a situation. 
If there were more officers 
around like him -- white or 
Black -- we would all be better 
off. 

So many times the police 
department is criticized; 
therefore, | wrote this letter to 
let you know that this citizen 
appreciates officers such as 
Officer Snyder . Hopefully, 
this can be put in his person- 
nel file.

and domestic tranquility in 
our own country. 

“A nation that does not pro- 
ject its own citizens is not 
worthy of the name. A nation 
that sits supinély by and per- 
mits its own citizens to be des- 
troyed by mob violence is in 
no position to protest racial 
injustices and persecution in 
foreign lands. 

“| again ask President 
Roosevelt to help make effec- 
tive in behalf of 13,000,000 
loyal colored people in the

The Marion inmate popula- 
tion has answered that fami- 
ly’s call-for assistance by 
donating funds totaling more 
than one thousand dollars. 
This alone is a monumental 
accomplishment. The inmates 
at Marion, like the majority of 
the country's prisoners, earn 
way below minimum income. 
Maybe some prisoners do owe 
society a debt. The contribu- 
tions made by Marion's 
inmate population to assist 
Megan Staton, is a giant step 
in the repayment of that debt. 
Speaking as the coordinator 
of the “Save Our Megan” fun- 
draiser at Marion and a fellow 
prisoner, | would like to thank 
the prisoners who donated 
their time, energies, and 
monies to make this project a 
success. We are highly 
esteemed at prisoner's quick, 
positive and sincere response 
and selfless contributions to 
help this child's fight for a bet- 
ter future. 

However it’s as equally frus- 
trating to observe that some 
so-called Black Leaders are 
still insensitive and unatten- 
tive to the needs of African- 
Americans in particular and 
society in general. Are we as 


‘Black People ever going to 


realize the type of leadership 
that will bring our true priori- 
ties into focus and proper con- 
text? We have to stop beating 
“dead horse” issues. We can- 
not afford to allow ourselves 
to become sidetracked or dis- 
tracted from our immediate 
responsibilites and priorities.

Why can't 
Black Leaders make decisions 
based on the needs and aspi- 
rations of African-American 
people. Then let other ethnic 
groups support that decision 
made by Black leadership.

swing has, in almost every 
instance, been anticipated 
by shifts in the off-term 
elections. 

Democrats lost out in 
1951 and 1966; Republi- 
cans lost out in 1958 and 
1974. Now, Democrats 
want to ensure that cycle is 
repeated again, and the 
election of a Democratic 
governor in Ohio may be 
the key to that. 

Predictably, Celeste’s 
opponent, former gov. 
James A. Rhodes, down- 
played the signficance of 
Kucinich's decision, argu- 
ing that Kucinich’s voters 
will probably not go to the 
polls.

It seems that St. Richard 
of Celeste has slain 
another dragon in his quest 
for the Democrats’ holy 
grail -- a second four-year 
term as governor of Ohio. 

With the help of a lot of 
friends, including the 
national Democratic party, 
the Celeste forces have. 
managed to eliminate a 
dangerous foe -- former 
Cleveland mayor Dennis 
Kuchinich. Last week, 
Kucinich announced that . 
he was withdrawing from 
the race of governor and

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It's time in the Black community 
that we put our money where our ° 
mouth is and our action in front of 
our rhetoric. 

We are inundated by talkers. 
They talk about freedom and eco- 
nomic development and continue 
to spend $3 billion a year at con- 
ferences discussing white racism 

- and Black poverty, fueling the very 
racism and’ poverty they meet to 
discuss. Leadership becomes 
nothing more than rhetoric and 
the politics of demagogic envy. 
There are compelling reasons for 
this process to end. 

The projections for year 2,000, 
some 14 years from.now, are 70 
percent Black male unemploy- 
ment and 70 percent Black female- 
headed homes. In other words, the 
end of blacks in America as we 
have known them could be near- 
ing.

promised that a portion of the $5 
million spent at the NUL’s annual 
meeting in San Francisco would 
go to Black-owned businesses in 
the Bay Area (San Francisco- 
/Oakland). 

Unlike some Blacks who head 
organizations and direct millions 
of dollars in purchases, Jacob 
backed up his talk with deeds. 
Since Blacks do not owr. any of the 
major hotels and only one or two 
restaurants there, this was not an 
easy task. 


The reponsiblilty was given to 
Howard Mills, one of the best con- 
vention coordinators in the coun- 
try. Buy Freedom Coordinator 
Paul Brock provided Mills with 
pre-screened Black-owned enter- 
prises that have, in turn, made a 
committment to return some of 
their income to, and provide jobs 
for, the Black community. 

These “Freedom Businesses” 
not only sold popcorn, balloons 
and inexpensive gifts to the dele- 
gates, but served as an additional 
resource for the Anheuser-Busch 
(A-B) reception. A-B.is always 
there as a “Freedom Partner.” The 
NUL hired other Freedom Busi- 
nesses for security, photography 
and various functions. 

It's impossible to report the 
exact number of dollars earned by 
Black-owned firms in the Bay 
Area, although the best guess is

that the 25 Freedom Businesses 
earned around $200,000. 

What is possible to report accu- 
rately is that most of the 16,000 
delegates and visitors felt a sense 
of pride knowing that they were 
creating jobs and strong Black 
families by recycling their wealth 
back into their own community. 
The NUL, whatever its critics want 
to say, is practicing economic 
development while creating the 
stable Black families that were 
called for in the seminars. 

None of this would have been 
possible had San Francisco Mayor 
Diane Feinstein’s special Assistant 
Rotea Gilford and Moscone Con- 
vention Center General Manager 
Dick Shaff not made it possible for 
the Freedom Businesses to'oper- 
ate inside the convention center. 
These officials even placed some 
of them under contract to provide 
services. 

The point of this story is that a 
lot can be accomplished from a 
clear vision, determination and 
cooperation. That may be the 
blueprint that this Freedom Team 
of Urban Leaguers, delegates, 
Blacks in business, city officals 
and corporations utilized. 

You miaht say that $200,000 is 
not a veryslarge slice of $5 million. 
But keep in mind that we do not 
own big moneymakers ((hotels, 
airlines, restaurants, etc.). How-

The current economic recovery 
masks the pervasive destruction of 
middle-income jobs including 
many held by Black and minority 
workers. 

Overall, what is happening is 
that America is losing better pay- 
ing production jobs and replacing 
them with lower paying service 
jobs, many of which are part-time. 
Beyond the terrible impact on 
workers and their families, the 
changing job structure contrib- 
utes to the massive federal deficit 
due to lower tax revenues. 

If anything, the figures show 
that it is wrong to assume that all it 
takes to put people back to work is 
a general economic recovery. 
Unemployment is still at levels that 
used to be regarded as unaccep- 
table, while countless jobs are lost 
forever. 

Over the past six years we've lost 
1.6 six million factory jobs. Last 
year we had a trade deficit of $112 
billion in manufactured goods. If 
that trade were in balance, Ameri- 
cans would have had two million 


ever, if we continue to nurture the

stores, they will grow and we will 
retain more of our $200 billion 
income (certainly more than 6.6 
percent). 

With a strong economic base of 
our own, we can hire Black men, as 
well as Black women, who can 
head family units and eliminate the 
year 2000 doomsday projections 
of our family destruction.

Look at the sectors most 
impacted by imports -- textiles, 
autos, steel, and others. The black 
share of the work force in those 
industries ranges from 12 to 20 
percent. 

A Congressional study found 
that 11.5 million workers lost jobs 
because of plant shutdowns in the 
past six years. Only 60 percent of 
them found new jobs, virtually all 
of them paying lower wages than 
the jobs that were lost. 

And while three out of five dis- 
placed white workers found new 
jobs, only two out of five displaced 
Black workers did. 

Although Congress de’. 5 the 
merits of protecting industries 
being battered by imports, there's 
lot less concern about helping 
workers in those industries adjust 
to a futue in which their jobs will 
disappear. 

Even putting the brakes on 
imports won't save jobs perman- 
ently; it will only give companies 
time.to become more competitive 
by automating and cutting costs. 

Economists suggest that we're 
moving toward a post-industrial 
economy in which the best jobs 
will be information-based jobs 
requiring high skills levels. The 
old-time assembly line jobs will 
Still exist, but they'll employ fewer, 
more highly skilled people who 
will run the factory-floor compu- 
ters that contro! the manufactur-

ing process. 

Given these economic realities 
we should have a national man- 
power policy, and federal pro- 
grams to train the unskilled and 
employ the jobless. 

If anything, current federal pol- 
icy encourages unemployment. It 
offers almost $80 billian worth of 
tax incentives for research and 
development, and plant and 
equipment purchases by industry 
designed to reduce the need for 


| labor. But the government spends 


only $25 million on worker 
training. 

A national full employment pol- 
icy that stresses educational 


- improvements, job and skills train- 


ing for the disadvantaged and the 
displaced, and public employment 
opportunities for the jobless 
would go a long way toward eas- 
ing our way to a more productive 
future for all. 

The Administration says the igb- 
less should read the want ads for 
computer programmers and 
technicians. 

The private sector says the job- 
less should upgrade their skills 
because we are becoming an 
information and service economy. 

But common sense says the job- 
less should organize to fight for 
public policies of full employment 
and a revitalized economy that has 
room for all.

Photo highlights of 
dedication of Chandler 
Arms senior housing 


The official dedication of the 
$1.3 million federally subsid- 
ized senior citizens complex at 
350 N. Gould Rd. was com- 
pleted Sunday, Aug. 24: 


The housing project, spon- 
sored by the Second Baptist 
Church, will house 45 senior 
citizens and handicapped resi- 
dents. The 45 units are divided 
into one bedroom apartments, 
efficiencies, and units modi- 
fied for residents in wheel- 
chairs. 

The one floor building, the 
Chandler Arms, was named 
after a family that has given 


decades of service to the 
Second Baptist Church, said

Black residents of Urbanc- 
rest are upset because they 
believe Jackson Township 
Trustees are short-changing 
them on the tax revenues they 
generate. 

Urbancrest Councilwoman 
Veronika Sheperd and former 
Urbancrest Mayor Ellen Craig 
are challenging the Jackson 
Township Trustees. They feel 
the three member panel,-which 
is responsible for providing a 
variety of civil services, is 
ignoring the needs of the pre- 
dominantly Black community 
near Grove City. 

Craig and Sheperd are par- 
ticularly concerned about the 
Township's hiring practices. 

The jurisdiction employs 35 
full and part-time firemen, 
three persons in the Roads 
Department, and one zdéning 
inspector , 

Of these 39 employees, their 
is one Black and one woman. 
The lone Black employge, a 
volunteer fireman, was hired 
last Friday night at the Town- 
ship meeting. $ 


Urbancrest Blacks believe 
the hiring of a Firefighter Bob 
Jackson resulted from the 
pressure they have been exert- 
ing on the Township; however, 


-Vice Chairman of the Jackson 


Township John Tucci dis- 
agrees. , 

He claims that the “decision 
to hire Jackson was made 
before their pressure.” 

Craig and Sheperd say the 
Black volunteer fireman makes 
a reported $3.50 per hour. If he 
is placed on part-time status, 
he would make $10 per hour. 

‘Tucci said firefighters are 
normally first employed as 
volunteers before they are 
promoted to part-time status 
and later full time status. This 
way, he explained, they receive 
on-the-job-training and “learn 
the way we do things.” 

Craig said, “It is important to 
our children that they see more 
Blacks coming off of that fire 
equipment and other impor- 
tant jobs so they can have role 
models. Having jobs nearby is 
also a way to keep our children 


in the Community.” 

Meanwhile, the Township's 
only female holds the position 
of Zoning Inspector. 

Last year, an examiner with 
the Office of State Auditor 
Thomas Ferguson discovered 
that the Township did not have 
an affirmative action plan, 
which is required by state and 
federal law. 

Tucci, who has been a Trus- 
tee for the past three years, 
said he “always assumed we 
(the Township) had an affirma- 
tive action plan” and was “sur- 
prised when no one could not 
come up with one.” 

« He promised tosubmitaplan 
to the Franklin County Prose- 
cuting Attorney this week for 
approval. 

After talking with The CALL 
& POST, Tucci said he would 
advertise future job openings 
in the Township in minority 
publications.

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The National NAACP, after hearing of complaints about the 


financial status of the Columbus branch, have decided to take 
administrative control of that branch, effective August 25. 

The takeover was prompted, according to Director of 
NAACP Midwest Region III N. Charles Anderson, by the 
national office's need to “defend itself and respond to creditors 
about the financial condition of the branch.” 
Although there had been no audit of the books, Anderson 
said, there had been a review which found that the branch is 
more than $25,000 in debt -- much of which, if not all, stemmed 
from the ill-fated NAACP Freedom Fund banquet of 1985. 
Anderson added that, “since the election in December of 
1984, there have been some questions from members’ about 
the direction-of the-Columbus-branch. The questions have 
come to a head in recent months, particularly after former 
NAACP President and long-time member Barbee William Dur- 
ham requested that an audit be made of the local chapter's 
books. 

Although Anderson admitted that Durham had expressed

who had not been paid in over a year. 


Anderson added that there were some violations of the 
NAACP's rules in the expenditure of funds. National fules 


require that 


every expenditure over $100 be cleared through 


the local chapter's executive board, “and that was not followed 


in every case.” 


Under the terms of the administrative control, Anderson will 
be in “constant contact” with the local treasurer, and must 


approve 
now, Anderson said, 


every expenditure before it can be released. Right 
“only the bills that are outstanding” will 


be paid, and the NAACP local will be unable to develop any 
new programs until the financial problems are rectified. 

The recent woes of the NAACP locally are of aconcern to the 
national office, according to Anderson. The national office 
was concerned that the membership of the Columbus chapter, 
which he estimated at around 500, is substantially less than 
those of the smaller cities like Toledo and Youngstown. Those 
two cities, whose combined population does not equal

How to Buy a HUD House! 


Here’s an opportunity for you to buy a used home ata price you may beableto ~ 
afford. These homes are owned by the U.S. Department of Housing and Urban 
Development (HUD). HUD acquired the houses through foreclosure (failure to 
make payment) and is advertising them for sale each week in The CALL & POST. 

These houses are not new but lived in at one time and various repairs may be 
necessary to make them liveable again to meet the required building codes inthe 
community where the houses are located. — | 

As these houses are advertised for sale, an interested buyer must submita bid 
on the property within the requirements and time limitations noted in the adver- 
tisement. When bidding ona property, you must have the necessary money to 
complete the sale. 

If you are successful in bidding on a non- -insured property as an owner- 
occupant or as an investor, at that time you.may wish to apply for an insured 
mortgage loan to finance the purchase of the property and also make the 
necessary repairs. This type of mortgage financing is known as the FHA Section 
203(K) Program and is available to provide mortgage insurance from one to 

~four-family housing units. It insures lenders against loss on the loan. 

To be eligible for an FHA 203(K) Home Mortgage, you must be able to make the 
required cash investment, monthly mortgage payments, and have satisfactory 
credit. If approved, funds from the mortgage may be advanced: during the 
construction period for improving the house. You will have 45 days to arrange 
financing under this program if you decide to apply for the mortgage loan. An 
extra 15 days is permitted if you need additional time, at a cost of $10 per day. 

Watch for the weekly ad on available houses for sale by HUD. If a particular 

property may appear to be the one you are lo oking for, contact a real estate 
broker of your choice to inspect the property. The realtor will assist you in 
answering questions you may have as to bidding on the property and other 
procedures required by HUD. A realtor is allowed a maximum commission of six 
percent if the house sale is completed and approved by HUD. (NOTE - The 
commission will be paid by HUD and not the purchaser).
